Federal Guard
~ Inspections
In Progress

Federal ins’poulions of various
companies of the 2nd Battalion,
39th Regiment, California State
Guard, have been’ in progress
during the  past week, dealing
with close checks on weapons,
inspection of troops and equip-
ment, according to Major A.
Milton Fish, commanding the
2nd Battalion.

Weapons of Company H, 2nd
Battalion, Torrance, commanded
by Capt. R. L. Lewellen, were
inspected on Saturday.

Troops ‘of - Companies D, - Wil-

mington, and F, South Bay dis-
trict with headquarters at Her-
mosa Beach, headquarters 'and
service detachments in Long
Beach Armory already have
been inspected.

Troops of Company ‘A, Long
Beach, the largest company of
the .battalion, Capt. Charles C.
Church commanding, will be in-
spected Nov. 30. Its weapons
were inspected recently.

Major Fish pointed out ‘that
the Army is enforcing rigid re-
quirements for the care of the
federal equipment jssued to the
State Guard and qn uaming of
troops.

He likewise pointed out that
in view .of the possibility that
the legislature may provide for
the paying of State Guardsmen
on the old National Guard ba-
sis, restrictions on enlistments
will be tightened to secure the
highest ‘type of mep for mem-
bership in the Guard.

“Pay for State Guard troops
would be on an attendance at
drill basis,” Major Fish said,
“and ' consequently average at-
tendance would of necessity
have to be increased consider-
ably. This would call for fur-
ther sacrifices of time by men
with a will to serve, and it is
the man with his whole heart
in the Guard that we want.”
